SHOT 


Soldier Opened Fire on 
Police Officer Westlake 


By Associated Press to The Sun. 
PROVIDENCE. R. I., Aug. ISI.—Police­ 
man Joseph Westlake of the Pier force 
was shot and probably mortally wounded 
on the road in the rear of Sherry's bath­ 
ing pavilion at N arragansett Pier at one 
o'clock yesterday morning by a soldier 
from Fort Greble, near Jamestown. The 
soldier, an artificer in the coast artillery, 
gave the name of Tracey. 
Yesterday af­ 
ternoon he was identified by Daniel W at­ 
son of Jamestown aa VV. T. Lacey, who is 
Bald by W atson to be liable to fits of in­ 
sanity. 
I ai ce y visited the Pier with 
Edward 
‘ Clements, another soldier and was on 
his way to Saunderstown, when Police­ 
man W estlake and John W right came up 
to investigate the shots they heard which 
are alleged to have been fired by Lacey. 
As soon as he saw the officer, Lacey is 


claimed to have opened fire with 
the 
Colt’s arm y revolver he carried. 
One 
shot p re•/> (I W right's temple, cutting off 
a lock of hair. 
Wright sprang at the sol­ 
dier, but before he reached him, the man 
fired again, the ball striking Westlake in 
the abdomen. 
W right struck the soldier 
in the face with his club, breaking his 
Jaw and then carried 
his comrade to 
the police station where he was atten d­ 
ed by l>r, Hitchcock and Dr. Keefe of 
this city. summer visitors ut the Pier. 
Tile prisoner who was struck in the face 
with W right's club, was locked up and 
W right sent a youth on a wheel in chase 
of Clements, the other soldier who ran 
in the direction of Saunderstown. He was 
tnken there later 
by Chief of 
Police 
Champlin of the Pier, as he was starting 
for Fort Greble and was held as a wit­ 
ness. 
Westlake, who lives a t 
Point Judith, 
and has a wife and two children, was 
brought to the Rhode Island hospital in 
this city. 
The bull penetrated the left lobe of the 
liver and fie is not expected to live.

Miss tJ ’Keefe had been in the employ 
of th e Colbert fam ily th e p ast five 
weeks. 
She had been_ in this country 
but six m onths. 
She 'leaves a brother 
and a sister. 
She w as left alone In th e household 
y e ste rd a y morning, all of the fam ily 
going sh ortly before 9 o’clock to attend 
services a t St. C ath e rin e ’s church. 
J u s t as the fam ily rea ch ed the house 
upon 
their return, sh o rtly before IO 
o’clock a neighbor o ccupying the other 
h alf 
of the dweling inform ed Mr. Col­ 
bert t h a t he had a rriv e d ju a t In time, 
as sm oke was issuing from the kitchen 
w indow a t the rear. 
Mr. 
C olbert en tered 
h urriedly 
and 
proceeded 
directly 
to

kitchen, 
w h e re he discovered th e body of the 
s e rv a n t lying on the floor n ear a w in­ 
dow*.

Th# new# Is withheld from the press or else given with the request that it be 
not published. It is seldom a newspaper acquiesces 
in 
any 
such 
request, 
knowing that the suppression of news as 
a 
rule Is a mistaken policy. 
We 
admit there are times when such suppression may serve a useful purpose, but 
this is without exception when the criminal is known 
or 
supposed 
to 
be 
known. 
For example, when the body cf Mrs- Blondin w nj Identified In Jewell, the 
pollee knew wdtsre hor husband could be found. 
Had they -done right they 
would have kept the Identification secret unit! an chicer went to Boston and 
arrested the suspected husband. 
Hut 
the 
Identification 
was 
announced 
through the press thirty minutes after It was known and when the o th cera 
Went to find Blondin he had flown. 
Where the criminal is not kuown as In a burglary, we believe It Is a 
wrong policy to suppress the news of the crime with the hope that the oui* 
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pelts will be thrown off their guard and be thus more easily captured by the 
police. 
On the contrary, we believe that every law abiding 
person who reads of 
the 
crime will be Interested in the case and will assist the police 
in 
case 
they happen to suspect anybody or th a t they discover where the stolen goods 
may be found. 
Is it not better to have a whole city on the lookout for the 
criminals than the police aion* ? It has often happened in 
cases where 
the 
news had been suppressed that the criminals have been 
enabled 
to 
escape 
from that very fact Take for example the robbery of a gun store on Central 
street. That vyas suppressed for a few days. 
Had it been prom ptly given to 
the public the burglars might have been detected by their having the stolen 
articles In their possession# whereas in the absence of the news the burglars 
m ay have passed tis huntsmen, m em bers of the Hod and Gun club, or m arks­ 
men out for target practice.

We are informed that for lack of money no young trees will be planted 
this fall so that a year's growth may thus be lost. The fall 
Is the hest time 
to put down young trees and lines of young shade trees 
should be planted 
there as soon as the grading is finished. Otherwise the work th a t has been done 
will be very seriously marred and the Interests of the public will 
be slight­ 
ed. It Is not known whether there will be enough 
of the appropriation 
left 
after the grading shall have been completed to lay down the unsodded part 
with grass seed. 
It Is true th a t a largo quantity of stone has been removed from th a t lot 
of land butin splto of this It seems th a t the money was wasted or else there 
would be enough to plant the new park with 
suitable 
trees 
and 
shrubbery 
without waiting for another year 
or calling for 
a supplem entary 
appro­ 
priation. 
Of late years St seems that 
u large am ount of money is spent on pub­ 
lic parks without an y adequate return.W ith the tax rate on the verge of 520 
It Is time this arid other drains on the finances were stopped. The only way to 
get a proper return for every dollar 
spent in 
the commons departm ent 
Ii 
to have a park commission. 
<fj 
T hat Is the only way to sec ufo system atic work. At present there Is no 
continuity in the work and each new superintendent 
undoes a great 
deal 
th a t had been done by his predecessor. 
Besides, it is well known th a t as 
a

Miss O’K eefe had been in the employ 
of the C olbert fam ily the p a s t live 
weeks. 
She h ad been in this c o u n try j ‘V*'*"'* 
but six m onths. 
S h e ‘leaves a b r o t h e r ; 
*‘*quarters ° 
arid a sister. 
She %vas left alone in 
yesterd ay m orning, all of the fam ily 
going shortly before 9 o’clock to a tte n d 
services a t St. C ath erin e’s church. 
J u s t as th e fam ily reached the house 
upon 
their retu rn , shortly before IO 
o’clock a neighbor occupying the other 
h alf of the dvveling informed Mr. Col­ 
b ert th a t he h ad arrived ju s t in time, 
as smoke w as issuing from the kitchen 
window a t the rear.

C olbert 
entered 
hu rriedly 
and 
proceeded 
d irectly 
to

kitchen, 
w here he discovered the body of the' 
serv an t lying on the floor n e a r a w in ­ 
dow. 
The room w as full of smoke, but

As soon a s the smoke w as cleared 
from the room th e body of the girl was 
seen to be devoid of clothing an d te r­ 
ribly burned.

the stove, b u t it had not been ignited. 
It is the belief of the fam ily th a t the 
fatality happened but a few m inu tes 
before their re tu rn , as most all of the 
housew ork h ad been done d u rin g their 
absence. 
A p artially b urn ed m atch lying n ear 
the body w ould seem to Indicate th a t 
th e girl had lighted It at a window 
casing and h ad moved tow ard th e stove 
w ith the p urpose of sta rtin g th e fire. 
T he m atch, w hich w as of th e p arlo r 
kind, m ay h av e shed sparks w hich ig ­ 
nited her clothing. 
N eighbors heard 
outcries, but th o u g h t th a t th ey were 
m ade by children on the street. 
T he accident a t the Lyons hom e w as 
p athetic in the extrem e. An elder child 
died only last w eek and the bereaved 
p aren ts are a t presen t nursing a third

L ittle W illiam in his n igh td ress left
